Gentlemen :-— 


Certain matters have come to my 
attention in the course of the action 


‘of Public Service Raidway Company 
against the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners and others, now pend- 
ing in the District Court of the United 
States for the District of New Jersey, 
which I believe it to be my duty as 
Corporation Counsel to bring to the 
notice of your Commission. 


These matters involve questions of 
general policy and are of wide reach- 
ing effect. 


Action with respect to them should 
not, in my judgment, rest with the 
Law Department of the city alone, but 
should be subject of consideration and 
determination by your Commission. 


While, for more then two years 
there was pending, in various stages, 
before the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners of the State the pro- 
ceeding to value the property of Public 
Service Railway Company and to fix 
just and reasonable rates for trans- 
portation over its lines, it was ap- 
parent that the State Board had not 
sufficient funds to subject to adequate 
test, analysis and criticism the case 
that was being built up by the com- 
pany through numerous eminent ex- 
perts. 


Efforts were made from time to 
time to bring together the municipal- 
ities affected, for common action and 
assumption of cost. 


These efforts in large measure 
failed. 


The cities of Newark and Jersey 
City, however, through the action of 
their respective Commissioners, co- 
operated throughout the proceeding 
and met the necessary cost of procur- 
ing and presenting the testimony of 
experts almost alone. 
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The result of the United action of 
the two cities was that the demand of 
the company that it be permitted to 
put into effect a ten (10) cent fare 
failed of approval and that a fare of 
seven (7) cents with two (2) cents 
additional for transfer was established 
by the State Board as just and reason- 
able, and went into effect. 


Through disapproval by the State 
Board of the demand of the company 
for a ten (10) cent fare a saving 
aggregating several millions of dol- 
lars annually to the people served by 
the lines of the railway company was 
effected. 


The benefit of this saving, in good 
part, due to the expenditure made by 
the Cities of Newark and Jersey City 
in procuring and presenting the 
testimony of experts, accrued to the 
people of the two cities. It accrued 
in equal degree to the people of the 
other municipalities affected whose 
governing bodies had not seen the way 
clear to unite in action and contribute 
to cost. 


Immediately after the order of the 
State Board establishing the fare of 
seven (7) cents with two (2) cents 
for transfer become effective, the 
Public Service Railway Company filed 
a bill in equity in the District Court 
of the United States for the District 
of New Jersey seeking an injunction 
against the enforcement of the order. 

The company, in its bill of complaint, 
alleged that the rates fixed by the 
order were confiscatory and violated 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States and 
that no fare less than ten (10) cents 
would afford the company a fair re- 
turn upon the fair value of its railway 
property. 


On the filing of this bill of com- 
plaint and accompanying affidavits, 
ex parte, without notice to the State 
Board, and without an opportunity to 
it to be heard, a judge of the United 
States District Court for the District 
of New Jersey, on motion of the 
company, issued a restraining order 
against the enforcement of the order 
of the State Board. This restraining 
order he of his own motion vacated 
the following day. 


The Board of Publie Utility Com- 
missioners was alone made defendant 
to the company’s bill of complaint. 


Appreciating that the City of New- 
ark had interests at issue in the 
action which could not be represented 
by the State Board, and particularly 
that the City claimed that the State 
Board had erred in allowing in the 
value of the company’s property 
various items aggregating many mil- 
lions of dollars, your Commission. di- 
rected me to make application on be- 
half of The City of Newark for leave 
to intervene in the action. 


Application was accordingly made. 

Although the City’s petition was at 
first denied, the City of Newark was 
ultimately admitted as a party de- 
fendant together with the City of 
Jersey City and other applying mu- 
nicipalities. 


Affidavits in answer to the affidavits 
of the company were then prepared 
on behalf of the Cities of Newark and 
Jersey City, supplementing the affi- 
davits of the State Board. 


The question whether a preliminary 
injunction should be granted staying 
the enforcement of the order of the 
State Board until the final determina- 
tion of the action, was argued before 


a Federal Statutory Court consisting 
of the Judge of the District Court 
and two judges of the Circuit Court 
of the United States. In consequence 
of the opinion of two of the judges 
of this court, the other dissenting, a 
preliminary injunction was issued 
against the enforcement of the order 
of the State Board conditioned, how- 
ever, on the company’s exacting no 
greater fare than eight (8) cents 
with one (1) cent additional for trans- 


- fer and requiring the company to sell 


four (4) tokens for thirty (30) cents, 
and to furnish a bond for the refund- 
ing of overpayments in fare if the 
company should finally fail in its 
action. 


The opinion and the degree raised, 
among other serious questions, the 
question, whether the abnormally high 
prices of the day for labor and ma- 
terials must govern in determining 
the value of the company’s property 


.and so the sum upon which it is en- 
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titled to earn a return, and the ques- 
tion, whether it is within the power 
of a Federal Court to assume the 
function of intra-state rate-making; 
tie the hands of the rate-making body 
which the State has set up; prevent 
such body from discharging the duties 
assigned to it by the State and so 
deny to the people of the State the 
protection against excessive charges 
which the creation of such body was 
intended to afford. 


Believing that these questions were 
fundamental and should be speedily 
determined I filed an appeal on behalf 
of The City of Newark from the de- 
cree granting the preliminary injunc- 
tion, to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


The City of Jersey City and the 
State Board have adopted a like 
course. 


Application has been made in the 
Supreme Court to advance these ap- 
peals for early hearing. 


In the meantime the State Board 
and the Cities of Newark and Jersey 
City have filed their respective an- 
swers to the company’s bill of com- 
plaint and the cause is at issue. 


An order of reference to a Master 
to take testimony and report has been 
made and the first of the hearings 
has been set for December 15th. 


It is apparent from statements of 
counsel that the company intends to 
cast aside and ignore the voluminous 
record made before the State Board 

„and upon which the order of that 
Board, now attacked, was made. 


The purpose of the company to 
present wholly anew its case in sup- 
port of its claims for a ten (10) cent 
fare is manifest. 


The protracted and costly proceed- 
ing before the State Board is now to 
be treated by the company as a mere 
trial-baloon. 


If this course is taken, and sanc- 
tioned by the Federal Court, as it 
could not be by a Court of the State 
reviewing the order of the State 
Board, the moneys heretofore ex- 
pended by the company, the State and 
the municipalities in necessary pre- 
sentation of testimony before the 
State Board and which must be met 
by the people in fares and taxes, will 
have been futilely laid out. 


If this course is taken, and sanc- 
tioned by the Federal Court, testi- 
money will need be presented anew 
by the State Board, and by the mu- 
nicipalities. 
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It now again appears that the ap- 
propriation made to the State Board 
is inadequate to completely meet this 
situation. 


Counsel for the City of Newark and 
the City of Jersey City are therefore 
once more compelled to apply to the 
Commissions of ‘the respective cities 
for an appropriation of $5,000 by 
each, for employment of experts and 
to carry the pending action to the ` 
beginning of next year. 


I reluctantly recommend such ap- 
propriation. I know of no other 
course to prevent what would, in 
practical effect, amount to a denial to 
the people of the State of their day 
in court. 


In making this recommendation 
may I submit for your consideration 
the following suggestions: 


(1) That your Commission direct 
a memorial to the Governor and to 
the Legislature of the State, calling 
attention to the situation herein 
presented; declaring that in your 
judgment it is inequitable that the 
cost of the defence of a State policy, 
and of its administration, should in 
eat part fall upon two munici- 
palities of the State, in an action in 
which the issues involve the interests 
of the people of the State as a whole; 
and urging the immediate making of 
a special appropriation to the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners, to 
be at once available, in an amount 
sufficient, in the judgment of that 
Board, to prepare and present an 
adequate defence to the pending ac- 
tion. 


(2) That your Commission in such 
memorial urge the inclusion in the 
State Budget of an appropriation to 


the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners of a sum adequate to enable 
it to meet fully the cost of such in- 
vestigations as are of general and not 
merely local scope which it may un- 


dertake during the coming year, and — 


so avoid a reoccurrence of present 
conditions under which one or two of 
the municipalities whose people are 
concerned, alone carry what should 
constitute a common burden. 


(8) That your Commission urge 
upon the Senators and Represen- 
tatives of the State in the Congress of 
the United States that they endeavor 
to secure: 


(a) The amendment of the Federal 
Statutes in such manner as to prohibit 
the issuance by a Federal Court of 
a restraining order preventing the en- 
forcement of the rate orders of State 
Commissions, without notice and 
without opportunity to be heard. 


It is my understanding that pro- 
tection against ex parte action by the 
Federal Courts is, under the Federal 
Statutes, afforded the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


(b) The amendment of the Federal 


Statutes in such manner that in a 
proceeding in a Federal Court attack- 
ing a rate-order made by a State 
Commission, after hearing, and upon 
notice, such court shall be confined to 
the consideration of the record made 
at such hearing, except where such 
attack is based upon conditions which 
have arisen since the order was made. 


By some such means alone can 
State regulation of intra-state rates 
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through administrative boards be 

saved, in my judgment, from sinking :: 
to the level of a futile but costly ` 
gesture. i y

I wish to call your attention to the 
following situation and request that 
this matter be taken up at the regular 
meeting of your Commissioners, at 
which I can appear personally. 


The street adjoining the south side 
of the Centre Market is a public 
street, as such, the City Ordinances 
require that it be kept open for public 
traffic and free from obstruction. 


This street at and near the inter- 
section of Broad Street during busi- 
ness hours each day, particularly 


Saturdays, 1s blocked by automobiles 
and street stands set up outside the 
curb line and blocking up about one 
half of the width of the street. 


I understand that the Market Clerk 
issues permits to these stand owners. 

So far as I have been able to learn 
this is a public street, is not market 
property and the blocking up of this 
street by stands is absolutely illegal. 

Unless this street is kept clear, I 
shall appeal to the Courts and seek 
to compel the proper action by the 
City: authorities and compliance with 
the law.

Commissioner Brennan:—I would 
like to ask the privilege of saying a 
few words. Of course, you are all 
aware of the criticisms coming upon 
the City and the Department of which 
I am the head of during the past week 
or so, so'I feel I should say a few 
words, and I would like the privilege 
of reading a few notes which I have 
jotted down. 


I have asked the privilege of ad- 
dressing you this morning because of 
the newspaper criticism which has 
been aimed at me of late. A man in 


public office must expect criticism, in- 
formed and uniformed. I could not 
hope to be and have not been the ex- 
ception to the rule. Heretofore I 
have passed public criticism by in 
silence, but have neverthless profited 
by it when on consideration it seemed 
to me to be justified. I maintained 
such silence at the risk of misunder- 
standing, in accordance with the gen- 
eral policy established for the conduct 
of the Department. 


One newspaper, however, has not 
seen fit to confine its criticism to my 
official acts but has made false state- 
ments with reference to my personal 
habits which I feel I cannot permit to 
go unnoticed and without my unquali- 
fied denial. I have lived in this city 
during the past twenty-seven years 
and have traveled from one end of 
the United States to the other and 
am willing to have my private life 
examined into minutely by any fair 
and impartial person and stand by the 
result. 


It has always seemed to me that 
the flare of trumpets of publicity was 
not the best means of preventing, de- 
tecting or suppressing’ crime. Ex- 
perience has justified this judgment. 
Only recently efforts to make out a 
case that would stand the test of 
prosecution were defeated by publicity 
due to misunderstanding. 


A situation has now arisen which 
demands, in justice to myself and the 
members of the department, that I 
also put aside the policy of silence as 
to official action for the moment. An 
effort is being made to picture the 
city as a sink hole of vice as the re- 
sult either of my deliberate inaction 
or incompetency. The pictured con- 
ditions do not in fact exist. The city 
is as free from vice and crime as any 


cosmopolitan community can be, as 
long as human nature is what it is. 


The alleged wide-spread conditions 
could not exist without a wide-spread 
condition of rot throughout the De- 
partment. Of such a situation I 
would know. The Department is 
sound. Its members are as faithful 
a body of men as has ever been as- 
sembled. True, there are weak links 
in the chain. These I have from time 
to time uncovered and removed. 
Others may be expected to be dis- 
closed. Men are not perfect. I have 
always welcomed cooperation and am 
always ready to receive and act upon 
intelligent and advised suggestions. 
But the suggestions must be definite 
and not merely vague statements 
which cannot be traced or verified. 


I cannot delegate my responsibility 
to any individual member of the press, 
or group, however well-intentioned. 
I stand ready to disclose the record 
of work done and planned to any 
responsible individual or group of in- 
dividuals and have no fear of their 
judgment. 


In the meantime, I am going on, 
discharging my duties to the best of 
my ability, insisting upon a like per- 
formance of duty by those under me 
and cooperating with the officials of 
the State and Nation as heretofore, 
maintaining silence, commiting no 
breach of confidence, although mis- 
understanding results. The end will, 
I believe, bring complete justification.

Gentlemen :— 


I am submitting to you forms of 
resolutions concerning a desired in- 
erease of salary by Mr. Hecht and 
Miss Brede, both whom are employed 
in the office of the Clerk of this Court. 
Mr. Hecht comes under the statute 
concerning the salaries of the assist- 
ant clerks of this court, and has been 
in the office for nearly three years, 
the three years being up next March. 
He asks an increase of $200. per 
year. This will give him the max- 
imum salary allowed by the statute. 


Miss Brede does not come under the 
statute and is assigned to this court, 
technically as a stenographer. Her 
work as stenographer is very small 
compared with the rest of the work 
she does as an assistant to the Clerk 
of the Court. She is getting $1,380. 
per year and desires an increase to 
the maximum of $1,680. Miss Brede 
has been in the office for nearly eight 
years. 


I have been informed that Mr. 
Hecht has been classified by a Com- 
mittee and that he was put in sucl. 
a class that allowed a yearly increase 
of $100. A recent act of the Legis- 
lature fixes Mr. Hecht’s salary as as- 
sistant clerk at $1,600. per annum to 
$2,000. per annum, and it is my 


ovionon that since he is a statutory 
officer he should not come under the 
classification plan followed out in the 
increases allowed or which may be al. 
lowed to City employees. 


In reference to Miss Brede, I un- 
derstand that she is in a classification 
which allows a yearly increase of 
$100. until her maximum is reached. 
If this be so she should receive her 
first increase of $100. on April 1, 1921.

I enclose several resolutions that 
are indicative of what I deem should 
be the salary of those mentioned 
therein. All salaries suggested are 
within the Civil Service Standardiza- 
tion rulings. 


I call your attention to the fact 
that in the case of Miss O’Connor the 
increase sought for is one of Two 
Hundred Dollars ($200.), and in that 
of Mr. Dowling the increase sought 
is One Hundred Dollars ($100.). Both 
are worthy of such an increase due 
to the amount of work involved. 


In the case of Simon Fleischner 
who is Interpreter for both the First 
and Second District Courts, the in- 
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crease that I would advise would be 


one of Two Hundred and Fifty Dol- 


lars ($250.) from each court. 


Mr. Fleischner is a married man 
and at this time receiving but fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1,500.) from both 
courts; that is, seven hundred and 
fifty dollars ($750.) from each court. 
That salary is wholly inconsistent 
with the work that he performs. He 
speaks six languages and is engaged 
‘during the entire week in both the 
First and Second District Courts. 
Without. a doubt, an increase such as 
I suggested should be granted him. 


I have not drawn the resolution in 
this case, because I leave to your 
judgment the form that is advisable 
in this instance.
